over, as we Often find it in the book of Prog-. 
nofticks compar’d with the books of Crifis’s, the 
book of Humours, the firft book of Predittions, 
and (to mention no more) the Coace Prenotiones, 
(of which many inftances occur in this volume) 
once or twice repeating (in the book of Pragnoftickss 
fuppofe, and the Coace Prenotiones) που ἃ have 
been thought fufficient, and the memorandums 
from which thefe books were made wou’d have 
been afterwards deftroy’d, to prevent any farther 
unneceflary trouble. On the contrary, even the 
materials, from whence fome of his nobleft 
works were form’d, have been religioufly ’ pre« 
ferv’d, tho’ without any evident order or defign, 
but purely to prevent, if poffible, the lofs of a 
fingle (ἂρ.

puzzle and confound us? or at leaft will it not 
puzzle thofe that come. after us?

were difpers’d for that purpofe all over Greece, 
and many parts of brace, as, by the fituation 
of the places here.mention’d, will plamly appear 
afterwards) fet down occafionally, and perhaps 
upon loofe papers, (as many a man has to this 
day). before he compos’d: thofe excellent pieces, 
which all the world have admir’d fince ; I mean, 
the book of Air, Water, and Situation ; the firf 
and third of the Epidemicks; and the :books of 
Prognofticks ; not to mention the books of Diet, 
and others of great value.

overthrow of that defign: on the contrary, it 
has béen attended with fuch confequences, as, 
tho? lefs wfefuil to the world in general, may per- 
haps be more ufeful to this nation in patticu- 
Jar. For, if the firft defign had not been de- 
ferr’d, the ¢ranflation now before us wou’d hard- 
ly ever have been thought of. And, to fay the 
truth, the difficulty and fatigue have been fo 
vaftly great, that nothing lefs than the ftrong- 
eft defire to rnake thé works of this great au- 
thor familiar cou’d ever have carried me thro’ 
it. Not that I intend,, now I have made a 
beginning, to ftop here; having already ano- 
ther curious part in view, viz. the books of Diet, 
as a proper fupplement to this. For here, it 
muft be own’d, we have rather a toft me, 
tural, genuine, fat. according to rhe temper 
of the feafons, and the conftitution of the pa- 
tient, than the method of curing thofe difeafes 
for the future: infomuch that fome, who have 
been almoft ravifh’d with the de/criptive part, 
have even reflected upon Hippocrates for not 
endeavouring more at the curative. But fuch 
‘wou’d do well to confider, in the 372} place, 
that all the phyfick in the world wou’d have 
been of no manner of ferviee in a great number 
of cafes here related, the whole machine was 
fo exceedingly diforder’d ; and in the wext, that 
the author’s principal intention all along was to 
obferve, with the utmoft care, the natural courfe

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of thofe difcafes, in order to find out at his lei- 


fare the moft rational and expeditious way of 


curing ’em, or at leaft to give fuch a juft and 


accurate defcription of *em to others, as might, 


fooner or later, be attended with that happy 
confequence. Here therefore the curative part 
is leaft to be expected, tho® fevera] ufeful reme- 
dies are often recommended ; but there the mé- 
thod of cure, with refpect to phyfick as well as 
food (the word fury implying both) is fo in- 
genioufly related, efpecially i in the book of diet 
in acute cafes, that "tis hard to fay which de- 
ferves the greateft efteem, the de/cription of dif- 
eafes in the | Epidemicks and Proguofticks, or the 
method of curing em in the Dieteticks. Both are 
excellent, and perhaps inimitable. I fhall there- 
fore proceed upon this part next, unlefs happily 
prevented by fome abler perfon; and, when 
both are finifh’d, I dare be bold to fay, that 
the art of medicine will appear as noble, and to 
as great advantage, in favour of the aucients, as ἢ 
the arts of /culpture, ftatuary, or any other thea 
cultivated have appear’d fince. We have never ἢ 
feen it yet in its richeft drefs, tho” the materials 
have been almoft all prepar’d for fo many ages. 
Ἀ few years may make a great alteration, and ἢ 
beg the reader wou’d fufpend his judgment, till 
the intended plan can be fully executed. At 
prefent he may expect (and with all the reafon 
in the world) fome particular account of zis

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ready mention’d, that what relates to the fame 
fubjet is here reduc’d to its proper head, and 
what is foreign is defignedly excluded: Thus, 
in the chapter of air, water, and fitwation, the 
aphorifms relating to thefe fubjects are either 
quoted among the votes, or added at the end of 
the chapter, to give the reader as clear and as 
compleat an idéa of the author’s doctrine as pof- 
fible. Nor have I been over-ferupulous in tranf 
ferring to this place all that I have met with 
of the like kind in other places $ referring at 
the fame time to the pages in the Geneva edition 
of Foéfius, Anno 1657, for all the paragraphs 
and aphorifms here transferr’d: a circumftance, 
that it may not be amifS to remember.

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ever difpers’d or jumbled together in different 
parts of his works, are here collected, and re- 
gularly digefted under their proper heads. At 
the end are alfo added a great many obfervations 
upon particular kinds of fevers; the jirft and 
third books of epidemicks mentioning thofe fevers 
at large. But as to other acute difeafes, fuch as 
quinfies, pleurifies, peripneumonies, and the like, 
about which there are a great many curious a- 
phorifms fcatter’d up and down, if thefe had 
likewife been taken in, the chapters upon each 
of thofe heads muft have been left imperfect ; 
and fo I thought it better to poftpone ’em at pre- 
fent, in order to keep the clofer to my principal | 
defign; efpecially as fome of thofe chapters, | 
that of the difea/es of the breaft in particular, are | 
alone fufficient to make a moderate volume. 

Secondly, wherever any great ob/curity, or pal- ἢ 
pable corruption, occurs in the text ; or where- | 
ever any word is us’d by Hippocrates of doubtful. | 
or uncommon fignification, a note is always ad- ἢ 
ded, to illuftrate, to correct, to determine. And } 
here I muft ask the reader’s pardon for being fo, 
prolix upon fome occafions.

Hippocrates never in- 
tended a defcription of that. plague, or-of. any 
other properly fo call’d;. but only of the raging 
ill-condition’d fevers, and other  fevere. complaints, 
that then went about. There are indeed fome 
circumftances concurring with Thucydides, fuch 
as the inflammations of the eyes, with fometimes 
a total lofs of the fight; the. diforders of the belly, 
and. the private. parts, ὅτε, but then no notice 
is taken of the viclent. beats in the bead, the 
bloodinefs of the throat, the fueezings and the 
hoarfenefi, the vomitings and the hiccups, the 
plungings into cold water, and defpondencies, (to 
pafs by many other particulars): mention’d. by 
Thucydides 5 circumstances, that it was not pofii- 
ble for fo curious.an obferver as. Hippocrates to 
forget or overlook. Add to.this, that the dea 
{cription here given contains nothing uncommon 
for fuch a country, or inconfiftent with. fuch a 
fultry wet feafin, and. is fapported by cafes not at 
all from Athens, but from places far remote, and

mote upon the Thracian coaft than any where 
elfe, fuch as Thafus, and Abdera; places that 
Hippocrates chiefly refided at. Whereas, if ibe 
plague of Athens had been here intended, the ca- 
fes woud have been all related from the very 
place itfelf; and in a manner quite different from 
the prefént. 1 therefore conclude, that our learn- 
éd country-man Prideaux *, and all others of 
_ his opinion, are very much miftaken, when they 
look upon this fettion in Hippocrates, as a de- 
feription of that terrible plague. But to confider 
the point a little farther. Thucydides obferves, 
that the diftemper broke out firft in Lemnos, 
and many other places, before it came to Athens, 
beginning (by report) in that part of thiopia 
that lies above Zgypt, and fo came down into 
ρὲ and Libya, and a great part of the king 
of Perfia’s dominions, Nor did it leave the 
Greek iflands till fome confiderable time after, 
Accordingly we find a letter from Artaxerxes to 
Hyftanes, the Perfian Governor of the Helle/pont +, 
complaining of the plague being got among his 
army, and defiring at any rate the affiftance of

and Peonians, and fo came down into feveral 
parts of Greece, Now the Iyrians were a peo- 
ple that inhabited that part of the country which 
we call Servia, and Albania, bordering upon 
Dalmatia, Dardania (or Bofnia), Macedonia, 
and Peonia; and the Peonians border’d. upon 
Macedonia to the fouth, Illyris to the north, Dar- 
dania to the wef, and Thracia to the δας fo 
that this plague (if any fuch there was) feems to 
have travell’d from the xorth to the (χε. where-~ 
as the other travell’d directly contrary, or at 
leaft from the /outh-eaft to the nortb-weft. Icon- | 
clude therefore, that, if the Illyrian tory is true, .ἢ 
the defcription here given anfwers better to the 
flate of difeafes then: but that the whole ftory 
is falfe 1 am more inclin’d to believe, becaufe 
the plague. of Aibens was the only one in thofe 
days recorded by men of credit. °*Tis true the 
Ilyrians right have reafon enough to complain 
of a very fickly feafon, and other countries might 
be attack’d with the fame, or even worfe, dif- 
orders; all which might proceed from the 
plague originally, for any thing I can fay to the 


contrary. For, as 7) lide obferves, Lemnos 


and many other places were infected as well as 
1 Athens, 
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Athens, the skill of the phyficians availing no- 
thing ; and, if his account be true, the fame 
winds that brought it there (fuppofing the wind 
to have had a fhare in the affair). might’ eafily 
have carried it farther, Lemmos being but a little 
ftep from the Thracian /bore one way, and the 
fouth parts of Macedonia another ; tho’, in tra- 
velling there, the force and virulence of it might 
be fo far broke as to produce no more than a 
very fickly feafon. But whether the malignant 
time here mention’d was actually at the time of 
the plague, or very near it, this at leaft is cer- 
tain, that wet feafons, fultry heats, and calm wea- 
iber, ate always attended with bad difeafes : and 
fuch was the year now in queftion; but, for 
want of a daie (a great omiffion in Hippocrates) 
the precife time cannot certainly be known, tho’

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Pus are alfo very apt to be form’d upon every occafion,y 
and are owing to the tenfion of the Body, and the hard-= 
nefs of the Belly : for the drinefs produces ruptures of the 
veffels, and fo does the coldnefs of the Water. Such 
Conftitutions are under a neceflity of eating, without 
drinking, much; it being impoflible for Ἐπὶ to com- 
ply with both at the fame time. Ophthalmies are apt 
to come, in time, and thofe fo hard and vehement, that 
the Eyes immediately break with ’em. Violent Ha- 
morrbages from the Nofe attack, in the Summer-time, 
young Men about thirty ; and Epilepfies (or the holy di/- 
eafe, as “tis call’d) a few indeed, but furioufly. Thefe 
Inhabitants ftand a better chance for long Life than the 
others. Their Ulcers are not attended with inflamma-- 
tions or exafperations; and the MJanners of the People 
are more upon the ruftic than the polite’. ‘Thefe-dif- 
eafes are common to the Men, provided fome other ¢pi- 
demical difeafe attacks ’em not upon the Seafons changing. 
The Women are, in the firft place, dry and hard in ge- 
neral 8, from the Waters being hard, crude, and cold ;

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North, they of confequence muft be more fickly than 
any. For in the firft place their Waters are not clears 
and that for this reafon ; becaufe the Air generally re- 
tains the damps of the Morning 3, which, mixing with 
the water, muddle it. For the Sun does not fhine upon 
it, till its elevation is confiderable. Befides, in the Sum- 
mer cold Breezes blow in the Morning, and Dews falls 
and at laft the Sun, fetting upon ’em, melts, as it were, 
the Inhabitants extremely +. For this reafon they are 


apt to lofe their colour, and be fickly ; and to partake 


of all the foremention’d difeafes, without being any ways 
exempted from ’em. They are alfo fubject to deep 
hoarfe Voices ; becaufe the Air there is generally impure 
and fickly: for it is not much purify’d by the Northerly 
Winds ; thefe Winds either not reaching ’em effectually, 
or not laiting long ; and thofe that do reach ’*em and con- 
tinue are very watery, as coming from the Weft s. The 
fituation of fuch a City refembles the Autumn, as to the 
changes in the fame day ; occafion’d by the great diftance 
there is between the Morning Air and the Evening. 
‘Thus the cafe ftands between the convenient and incon- 
venient Winds, (1. e. the healthy and the fickly.)

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| ftagnant, and pooly, muft in the Summer be unavoid- 
ably hot, thick, and ftinking. For, as they have no 
current, but are always fupply’d by frefh Rain-Water, 
and expos’d to the burning heat of the Sun, they muft 
needs be without colour, bad, and bilious. And in the 
Winter they muft needs be frozen, cold, and turbid 
with Snow and Froft to fuch a degree, as to occa- 
fion much Phlegm and great Hoarfeneffes. "The Spleens 
of fuch as drink ’em are always large and thicken’d by 
Obftructions ὁ: their Belles hard, flender, and hot; 
and their Shoulders, Collar-bones, and Countenance fallen 

away: For the Flefh diffolves as it were into the 
Spleen 7; for which reafon they become flender. Such 
are alfo voracious and thirfty; and fo extremely dry in 
the upper and lower Belly *, as to want the ftronger 
Purges. ‘This difeafe is familiar to Ἐπὶ both Summer 
and Winter ; and a great many Drop/ies of a very fatal 
kind are apt to fucceed. For in the Summer are many 
Dyfenteries, Diarrheea’s, and quartan Fevers; which 
difeafes, continuing long, throw fuch Conftitutions into 
Dropfies, and fo deftroy ’em. ‘Thus the cafe ftands in 


| the Summer. In the Winter, the younger Men are 


fubje&t to Peripneumonies and Madneffes ; the elder, to 
Burning-Fevers, from the hardnefs of the Belly; the 
Women, to Swellings, and white Phlegm. "They alfo 
feldom conceive, and are deliver’d with difficulty.

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Children are large and bloated; and afterwards, in the 
bringing ’em up, they fall into Confumptions, and a bad 
way. Nor does their Cleanjfing in their Lyings-in go 
on as it ought. “The Children are fubject to Ruptures ; 
the Men in particular to fuch kind of Ruptures in the 
Veins as are commonly called Varix’s, and to Ulcers on 
their Shins ; fo that fuch Conftitutions can by no means 
be long-liv’d, but grow old before their proper time. 
Add to this, the Women feem to be with Child; but 
yet, when their reckoning is out, the fulnefs of the Bel- 
ly difappears gradually. This proceeds from the Drop/y, 
when it affects the Womb. Such kind of Waters are in 
my opinion bad for every thing. | 

OfMineral ‘The next to be confider’d are thofe whofe Springs a- 
Waters. γᾷ out of the Rocks, and fo muft needs be hard; or 
where bot Waters, Iron, Brafs, Silver, Gold, Sulphur, 
Allum, Bitumen, or Nitre, are found. For all thefe are 
produc’d by the force of Heat ;. upon which account the 
Waters of fuch a Soil are never good, but hard and heat- 
ing; pafs off with difficulty, and bind the Body up. 
‘The beft are thofe that come from high places and hil- 
ly grounds 9: for thefe are fweet, white, and will bear 
a little Wine; are warm in Winter and cold in Sum- 
mer, as coming from the deepeft Springs. But fuch are 
chiefly to be commended, whofe Springs break out to- 
wards the rzfing of the Sun, efpecially in the Summer 
time: For they muft needs be clearer, of a good fmell, 
and light. Whereas fuch as are faltifh, crude, and hard, 
are by no means fit for every one’s drinking; tho’ there 
are fome Conftitutions and difeafes, in which the drink- 
ing fuch Waters is of great fervice, as I fhall fhew pre- 
Thebeft and fently. Ina word, thofe Waters, whofe Springs lie to 
the worft, the Ea/f, are the very beft of all; the next are thofe that 
lic between the rifing and fetting of the Sun in Summer,

The manner of ufing’em fhould be thus. Whoever The man 
is in perfect Health ought to make no difference, but al- ner of ufing 
ways drink fuch as he meets with; but he who is not in ‘em. 
Health, and would therefore drink the propereft, may 
by the Method here recommended recover. it again. 

Where the Belly is bard, and eafily burnt up, there the 

fweeteft, the lighteft, and the cleareft Waters are moft 

proper ; but where the Belly is fo oft, humid, and , phleg- 

matick, there the hardeft, the crudeft +, and the faltifh, 

are moft proper: for by this means the Humidity will 

be moft abforb’d. Such as are beft to boil, and diffolve 

fooneft *, are propereft to loofen the Belly, and fufe it ; 

whereas fuch as are unmanageable, hard, and worf{t to 

boil, thefe rather aftringe the Belly, and dry it. But 

fome perfons are miftaken with regard to Salt-Waters, 

and that for want of experience, imagining that they 

loofen the Belly ; whereas they are quite the reverfe: 

For they can neither be chang’d from their natural 
crudenefs, nor boil’d 4; fo that the Belly is rather a- 

firing’d than loofen’d by’ em. Thus the cafe flands with 

refpect to Spring-Waters.

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part is left behind by its thicknefs and weight, and be- 
comes Salt ; but the thinneft is attracted by the Sun, by 
reafon of its lightnefs. This it raifes not from the Lakes 
only, but alfo from the Sea, and from every thing that 
has moifture in it; and of this we find more or lefs in 


" every thing. Even from Men it attracts the thinneft 


and lighteft of their moifture, as is plain to demon- 
ftration, when a Man walks or fits in the Sun with his 
Clothes on. For whatever part of the Body the Sun 
fhines on, there no Sweat appears; the Sun attracting 
the moifture that preceeds Sweat: but whatever is co- 
νοῦ ἃ by the Clothes, or any thing elfe, has Sweat upon 
it; for it is drawn and forc’d out by the Sun, but is ~ 
fav’d by the covering, fo that the Sun cannot difperfe 
it: but, when the fame Perfon comes into a Shade, the — 
whole Body fweats alike; becaufe there the Sun no more 
fhines upon it. For this reafon thefe of all other Wa- 
ters putrify fooneft; and Rain-Water has a bad fmell, 
as confifting of a mixture of many things, that difpofe 
it to putrefaction fooneft.

This is a proof, that the lighteft and thinneft part is dif- 
fipated and dry’d up by the Freezing, and not the hea- 
vieft and thickeft: for that cannot happen.

For, when the fultry Weather comes iri on 
a fudden, while the ground is wet with the fhowers of 
the Spring and the foutherly Wind, the Heat muft needs 
be double, from the ground’s being wet and hot, and 
from the vehement power of the Sun; the Bellies of 
People not having any confiftence, nor the Brain any 
drinefs. For it is impoffible, in fuch a Spring as this, 
for the flefhy parts of the Body not to abound with hu- 
mours; upon which account almoft every one will be 
feiz’d with the acuteft Fevers, efpecially thofe who are 
phlegmatick.

(you will find).in the Shoulders, Arms, Wrifts, Breafts, 
Lips, and Loins, for no other reafon than that they are 
naturally foft and humid. For they can neither ftrain, 
the bow, nor throw the javelin with their arm, becaufe 
of the moiftnefs and flaccidnefs of the part; ‘but, when

ture, and nothing happens without Nature, What my 
opinion is of the prefent diftemper, I fhall now fay. Ri- 
ding fo much occafions tedious pains of the joints from 
defluxions °, the legs hanging down fo long upon the 


horfe: a Lamenefs follows, together with a Contraction of 


the Hip; and, where the diforder is violent, their method 
of cure is thus. At the beginning of the illnefs they cut 
both the Veins behind the Ear; and, after bleeding to 
great excels, a fleep feizes em, and continues for fome 
time. Upon getting up fome recover themfelves per- 
fetly, others not. But in my opinion the mifchief a- 
rifes from the manner of curing. For there are Veins 
bebind the.

For which reafon I think the Europeans 

differ more than the Afaticks in appearance or com- 
plexion, and in every City the greateft difference con= 

fifts in Size. For the Seed is oftner corrupted in the for- 
mation or mixture of it, where the Seafons change fre- 
quently, than where they remain pretty near alike. 

The fame may be faid with refpet to their Manners. 

The ruftick, the unfoctable, the audacious, are to be met. 

‘with in thefe Conftitutions. For the mind being fre- 
quently furpris’d or fhock’d acquires a wild and ruftick 
behaviour, blunting or extinguifhing at the fame time

upon the Europeans to be more courageous 3 than the 
Afiaticks.

Cities, that have hollow places near ’em ta the North, 
are hot and fickly from the Summer winds: becaufe 
the air is not purify’d by the blowing of the northerly 
wind, nor thoroyghly cool’d by the Summer winds. 

As to the flands, thofe that are near the Continent 
have fevere cold Winters; but thofe that are out at Sea ‘5, 
milder and warmer. For the Snow and Hail remain 
fome time upon the Continent, and fend cold winds 
to the neighbouring Ifands : whereas, in thofe that are 
upon the Ocean, their ftay in Winter is little or nothing, 
But as to the particular nature and power of Winds, this 
part of knowledge is attainable thus. | 

The nature of all Winds is to moiften and cool the bo- 
dies of Animals and Vegetables; and therefore they muft 
all come from Sxow, Lee, hard Frofts or Hail ὅ » Rivers, 
Lakes, or from the Earth moiften’d and δὲν d: The 
ftronger, from the greateft and ftrongeft; the weaker, 
from the leaft and weakeft. For as Re 15 air or wind 
in all Animals, fo in all other things there is more or 
lefs according to their magnitude. All winds then have 
the power of cooling and moiftening ; but, by the fitu- 
ation of countries and places through which they pafs to

Sea-winds coming upon the land are fomewhat 
drier than others; but all from Snow, Hail, Lakes or 
Rivers, are cooling and refrefhing both to Plants and 


Animals, and healthful to the body, provided they are 


not too cold. In this cafe they are injurious, from the 
preat changes they make in the body of the heat and 
cold: witnefs thofe who inhabit marfhy hot places near 
great rivers. “Fhe other winds, that blow from what 
has been mention’d before, are ufeful in cleanfing and 
purifying the air, and affording moifture to temper the 
heat of the Soul 9. ) 


Land-winds muft needs be drier, as being dry’d by

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What the difeafes of any Seafon will be, and the na- 
ture or conftitution of °em, may be known thus. If the 
Seafons are natural, and well regulated ¢, difeafes will 
come to 2 Crifis with eafe: And, if the difeafes are pro- 
per to the Seafons, the manner of ’em is evident. If 
the Seafon changes, the difeafes will then be alike or 
unlike: But if it goes on alike, they will either be of 
the fame kind or nearly fo, asa ‘faundice for inftance 
in Autumn. For at fuch a time cold fucceeds heat; and 
heat, cold. 

If the Summer be bilious, and the redundant bile be 
not difcharg’d, light diforders of the fpleen will follow 7. 
But if the Spring be thus difpos’d, Faundices will 
then happen : for this motion of the bile comes the near- 
eft to the Seafon, thus affected 3. 

If the Summer be like the Spring, Sweats will hap- 
pen in Fevers °, and thefe will be of a kind good fort, 
neither very acute, mor attended with dry ‘Tongues. 
But if the Spring is rough and turbulent, and a back- 
ward-winter comes on, Winter difeafes, Coughs, Perip= 
neumonies, and Quinfres will follow. 

If the Autumn be not feafonable, and looks like Win« 
ter on a fudden, fuch difeafes do not conftantly follow, 
becaufe it began not in feafon; but they will be érregu= 
Jar. For the Seafons are depriv’d of their Crifis and be- 
come inconftant, like the difeafes, if they either appear 
before their time, or produce their proper effects before- 
hand, or be left as it were behind.

The Autumn produces the moft acute and moft fatal 
difeafes of any part of the year: and the paroxyfms in 
an evening bear fome refemblance to it. For as the 
year, that contains the period or circle of difeafes, is to 
the day of any particular difeafe; fo is the paroxyfm in 
an evening ta the Autumn. ‘Thus the cafe ftands, or

The difeafes of wet Seafons are generally long Fevers, 
Loofeneffes, Corruptions, Epilepfies, Apoplexies, and Quin- 
fies: OF dry Seafons, Confumptions, inflammations of the

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others. If it prevails abundantly *, Fevers fucceed the 
droughts and fhowers, of what kind foever the excefs 
may chance to be, or in what manner foever affected — 
our bodies are found by the following Seafon; or of what 
kind foever the prevailing humour in the body 15: Add. 
to this, that droughts come from the South and from 
the North ; and other things differ in the fame manner : 
a point of great importance to be confider’d. For in a- 
nother Seafon and another Country, another humour 
prevails ; as Bzle, for inftance, is produc’d in Summer $ 
Blood in the Spring, and others according to their parti- 
cular kind. 

The changes of the Seafons are moft productive of dif- 
eafes, the greateft changes efpecially. So are great 
changes of eat or cold in a feafon, and other things in 
proportion. But fome happen gradually 4. : 

The greateft fecurity in Seafons, as well as in Diet, 
Heat and Cold, is to proceed gradually, and to pafs in 
that manner from one age to another. For the Seafons 
have an influence upon our Conftitutions, fome of ’em 
being in a good or bad ftate in the Summer, others in the 
Winter. Others again are affected by Countries, Ages, 
Diets, and other changes 5. Difeafes are alfo in a good

Our Diet fhou’d be confider’d, as to the quality of 
our meat and drink, in different Seafons. For, as the 
Winter is an unactive time, what we take in then {που ἃ 
be digefted and fimple; this being a great matter. The 
Autumn is attended with labour, baskings in the Sun, 
drinking often, living upon things that are not firm, 
wines, and the fruits of trees 8, And as from the Sea- 
fons we may guefs at the difeafes, fo fometimes from 
the difeafes, rains and winds and droughts may be fore- 
known; as, for inftlance, whether a zortherly or a 
| foutherly wind will fet in. For to him, who is properly 
inftru€ted, there is a foundation to go upon, as fome 
forts of Leprofies for inftance, and pains of the joints. 
So /tchings and the like are a fign of approaching rain. 
This happens fometimes every third day, fometimes every 
day, fometimes at other periods, and fometimes is con- 
tinual. As to the Winds, fome blow many days, and 
from oppofite quarters; others, a fhort time; and the 
fame, fometimes periodically. Thefe refemble the Con- 
ftitutions or Seafons of the year, but are fhorter. 

If the year be for the moft part the fame, the difeafes 
will generally be as the conftitution is: If it be rather 
ftronger, the ftrongeft, the commoneft, and the longeft 
will then happen. |

Digeftions imply a quick crifis, and a fure reco- 
very; but crudities, indigeftions, and bad abfcefles +, 
imply no crifis at all, or elfe pazms, or duration, or

THE year was foutherly, fhowery, and perpetually 


calm: but, greater droughts than ordinary happening 


fome time before, much rain fell about the rifing of 
Ar Gurus with the foutherly winds. The Autumn was 
gloomy, cloudy, and very wet. The Wanter fouther- 
ly, wet, and mild; but a confiderable while after the 
Solftice, near the Aiguinox, the weather was very fe- 
vere 5 ; and, even about the Zgyinox, northerly winds 
fett in, with fnow that lafted not long. The Spring 
was again foutherly and calm. A great deal of rain fell 
continually to the rifing of the Dog-Star. The Summer 


was ferene and hot, attended with great fuffocating heats. 


‘The Etefe blew faintly and by intervals. About the 
rifing of Aréturus much rain fell again, with the wind 
northerly. The year being thus foutherly, damp, and 
mild, the Winter prov’d healthy to all but confumptive 
people, as we fhall fee by and by. 

Early in the Spring, with the cold weather that then 
fett in, came a great many Ery/ipelas’s, fome from evi- 
dent caufes, others unaccountably ; of a bad fort, and 
fatal to many. Many complain’d of pain in their 
throats, and impediments in their fpeech ; of burning fe- 
vers, with phrenfies, aphtha’s in the mouth, tubercles 
upon the private parts, inflammations of the eyes, ilies

| the Eryfipelas f{pread confiderably, and in a fhort time. 
ἢ In moft of ’em the matter that was feparated turn’d to 
ἢ fuppuration, and great fallings off of flefh, tendons, and.

ΟἽ was not like Pus, but a certain kind of putrefaction, 
4 with a copious running of great variety. Now, where-

1 Thefe things happen’d fometimes with, fometimes

For he who knows, 
and makes ufe of, thefe things, does not feem to me ca- 
pable of any great miftakes in. his profeffion.

For my own part, having been ill of it my felf, 
and feen others that were fo too, I fhall now declare 
what the manner of it was, that, if ever it fhou’d hap- 
pen again, no body, who reflects upon it, may be at a | 

, ’ jgnorance. : 

ee τ was univerfally allow’d to be the healthieft 
and freeft from other difeafes of any; and, if any cone 
was fick before, all his illnefs was converted to this. 
Others, who were in perfect health, were taken fudden- 

ly, without any apparent caufe, with wzolent heats in 
their heads, and with redne/s and inflammations in their 
eyes. Their tongues and throats within became imme- 
diately bloody; their breath in great diforder and offen- 
five. A fneezing and a hoarfenefs enfu’d; and, in a _ 
fhort time, the pain defcended into the brea/?, attended 
with a violent cough. When it was once fettled about 
the mouth of the ftomach, a retching, and vomiting of bi- 
lious {tuff, in as great a variety as ever was known among 
phyficians, fucceeded, but not without the greate/? anxie- | 
zy imaginable. Many were feiz’d with a hiccup, that 
brought up nothing, but occafton’d a violent convulfion, 
which in fome went off prefently, but in others conti- 
nu’d much longer, The ὀοάν outwardly was neither very | 
hot to the touch, nor pale, but redifh, livid, and fow~ 
er'd (as it were) all over with little pimply eruptions, and — 
ulcers; but inwardly the heat was fo exceedingly great, ἢ 
that they cou’d not endure the flighteft covering, or the 3 | 
fineft Linen, or any thing fhort of abfolute nakednefs. 

Tt was alfo an infinite pleafure to Ἐπὶ to plunge into cold ὁ 
water ; and many of thofe who were not well attended 
did fo, running to the wells, to quench their infatiable 
thirft: not that it fignify’d whether they drank much or 
little; a great uneafinefs and refile/nefs attending ’em, 
together with a continual watching. While the diftem- Ὁ 
per was advancing to the height, : the body did not fall ΕἾ 
away, but refifted the vehemence of it beyond expeéta~ τὸ 
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‘tons fo that many of ’em dy’d the ninth and the fe 
venth day of the inward burning, fome ftrength yet τῷ- 
inaining ; or, if they held out longer, many of ’em af- 
terwards dy’d of weaknefs ; the diftemiper defcenditig i in- 
to the belly, ahd there producing violent ulcerations, and 
fiuxes of the fimple or unmix’d kind 9. For the difeafe 
went thro’ the whole body, beginning firft in the head ; 

and, if any efcap’d, where the cafe was’ very Bane 
_ this was denoted by the extremities being affected: for it 
broke out upon the private parts, the fingers and toes 5 
and many caine off with the lofs of thofe parts, Some, 
again, loft their eyes; others were feiz’d, immediately 
upon their getting up, with an abjolute forgetfulne/s of 
every thing, not knowing, themfelves, or thofe that were 
moft familiar ; the appearance, or the nature, of the dif- 
temper being greater than words can potiibly exprels,. 
and harder to be born than human nature is accuftom’d 


to. Nor indeed was it any of thofe difeafes that are. 


bred among us, as appear’d very plain from, this circum- 
ftance. For the birds and dea/fs that feed on human 
flefh, tho’ Bp carcafes laid abroad unburied, either 
came not to ’em, or tafting dy’d. ‘The manifeft defect 
or fcarcity of fuch fowl was a proof of this; for they 
were neither feen any where elfe, nor about any of the 
carcafes : but the dogs, being brought up among us, 
made the cafe yet more evident. The difeafe therefore 
(to pafs over many ftrange particulars that happen’d dif- 
ferently in different perfons) was in general fuch as I 
have defcrib’d it ; and as to other ufual diftempers, none 
of ’em were then troublefome ; or, if any appear’d, they 
all center’d in this. Some of ’em dy’d for want of at- 
tendance, and fome again with all the care imaginable. 
Nor was there any (to fay) certain remedy, which,

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upon application, muft have help’d ’em: for, if it did 
good to one, it did harm to another. Nor was there any: 
difference in bodies, as to ftrength or weaknefs, to ena- 
ble ’em to refift it; but it fwept all away, what care or 
method foever was taken. “The terribleft circumftance 
of all was the dejection of mind in thofe that found them= 
felves beginning to be ill (for, growing immediately de-_ 
fperate, they gave themfelves over much more, without 
making any refiftance); and their dying like fheep, 
infeéted by their care and concern for others, increas’d 
their defpair; the greateft mortality proceeding this 
way. For, if they were unwilling to vifit others thro” 
fear, they dy’d by themfelves without affiftance (by 
which means many families became defolate, for want of 
fome body to take care of ’em); or, if they vifited, they 
likewife dy’d, efpecially thofe who had virtue or huma~ 
nity enough to do any friendly offices: for fuch out of 
fhame wou’d not fpare themfelves, but went in to their 
friends, efpecially after it came to that pafs that even the 
domefticks, weary’d with the lamentations of thofe that - 
dy’d, fell ill themfelves, overcome with the greatnefs of 
the calamity. But thofe that were recover’d had much 
compaffion on thofe that were dying, and on thofe that 
lay fick, as having known the mifery themfelves, and — 
now wete in a fecure and fafe fituation : for it never feiz’d _ 
the fame perfon twice, fo as to be mortal. Others there- | 
fore efteem’d them happy, and they themfelves, thro” 
excels of prefent joy, conceiv’d a kind of fmall hope ne-_ 
ver to die of any future ficknefs. | 

The bringing provifions from the country to the city 
was an additional grievance, and equally affected thofe 
who came with ’em into the city. For, having no | 
houfes, but dwelling, at that time of the year, in ftifling 
booths or huts τ. the mortality was now without any form 
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or order; dead men, and thofe that were juft expiring, 
lying upon one another in the ftreets, while men half- 
_ dead lay about every well, _defiring a little water. The 
Temples alfo, where they dwelt in tents, were alfo full 
of the dead that dy’d there: for, opprefs’d to the laft de- 
gree by the violence of the diftemper, and not knowing 
what courfe to take, men grew equally carelefs both of 
holy and profane things. All the /aws relating to fune~ 
yals, that had been obferv’d before, were now violated 
and confounded ; every one burying where he cou’d find 
room. Many, for want ef neceffaries, after fo many 
deaths before, were become even impudent in the arti- 
cle of Funerals. For, when one had made a Funeral- 
pile, another, getting before him, wou'd throw on his 
dead, and fet fire to it: and, while one was burning, 
another wou’d come, and throwing him upon it that he 
had brought along with him, wou’d go away again. 
The great licentioufnefs, which was alfo usd here in 
other refpeéts, began at firft from this difeafe. For what 
ἢ a man wou’d before diflemble; and not acknowledge to 
| be done for the fake of pleafure, he now durft freely 
own, feeing before his eyes fuch quick revolutions of 
things, rich men dying fuddenly, and fucceeded by o- 
thers not worth a groat: fo that they thought it better 
to have a fpeedy enjoyment of their eftates and pleafures, 
as men that held their-lives and fortunes alike by the 
day. As to laborious works, no man was forward to 
ἢ undertake any thing noble or laudable; not knowing 
W ‘whether he fhou’d live to finifh it: but what any man 
knew to be delightful, and every way conducing to plea- 
fure, that was made both profitable and honourable; nei- 
ἢ ther the fear of the Gods, nor the laws of men, reftrain- 
| ing any. For, with refpeét to the one, they concluded 
a) from what they faw, that it was all the fame whether 
“i they worfhip’d, or not worfhip’d ; all men dying with- 
ii out diftinction: and, with refpect to the other, no man 
| Hea expected 
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expected his life wou’d laft, *till the law cou’d punifh 
him for his misbehaviour. But they thought there was 
now, over their heads, fome greater judgment decreed 
againft em, before which fell it was but fit they fhou’d 
enjoy fome little part of life. Such was the calamity that 
came upon the Athenians, and opprefs’d ’em greatly 5 
their men dying of the difeafe within, and the enemy 
wafting the country without. 


IN Thafus the fon of Parion, who liv’d above the 
Temple of Diana, was feiz’d with an acute fever, which 
at firft was continual, burning, and attended with thirft.

Upon eating beef and drinking intempe- 

rately, he was at firft feiz’d with a little warmth, and 

went to bed. But upon ufing milk plentifully, both 

goat's and sheep's, boil’d and raw, and a bad diet withal, | 

all his complaints were made confiderably worfe. For 

his fever was exafperated, and of what he took in very 

little to fpeak of pafs’d through him.

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coughing, or elfe held ’em.a little while in the room of 
the cough. ‘Thefe were of fhort duration, efpecially the 
diforder of the eyes now mention’d; but the guinfies and 
palfies were either hard and dry, or little, and feldom 
attended with dige/ted fittings. Some indeed brought a- 
way a great deal. Where any took more than ordina- 
ry pains in fpeaking, or fell into a fhivering, there a 
quinfy was generally the confequence. Where any us’d 
their hands much, their hands only were paralytick : 
but where they rid, or walk’d much, or exercis’d their 
legs any other way, there paralytick weakneffes fell up- 
on the loins or legs, witha weaknefs and pain in the 
thighs and fhins. The hardeft and moft vehement 
coughs were fuch as ended in palfes. All thefe things 
happen’d in the relapfes, but not very much in the be- 
ginning. In many they remitted about the middle, but 
did not leave ’em intirely, and appear’d again at the re- 
turn. Where the voice was broke with coughing, ‘there 
the greateft part efcap’d a fever, and fome had it but a 
little. Add to this, that neither peripneamonies, nor pal- 
fies, nor any thing elfe appear’d in this cafe, but the cri- 
fis was determin’d by the vozce alone. ‘The diforder of 
the eyes abovemention’d was, as when it comes from o- 


ther caufes, and affeCted children moft. The black of 


the eye had a great variety, where the pupils were fmall ; -

Women were not equally fatigu’d with coughing, but a 
few had fevers. Of thefe very few came to peripnen- 
monies, and fuch as did were among the elderly fort ; all 
‘of whom recover’d. The reafon of this Was, in my 
opinion, their not going abroad fo much, and their not 
being at all fo liable to be feiz’d.as men. QDuinfies, and 
thofe of a very mild kind, happen’d to two free wo- 
men, but among the flaves frequently, and, where they 
were Violent, they prov’d fatal very foon. Many men 
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were alfo feiz’d, fome of whom recover’d, others dy'd. In 
Particu--a word, thofe who were able but to drink had a very 
far hinds F wild and eafy time ; thofe, who cou’d not {peak diftinét- 
oi ly befides, had a more troublefome and tedious one, 
Thofe, whofe veins in the temples and neck were 
fwell’d, were fomewhat bad; and thofe, who breath’d 
with great elevation of the fhoulders, were very bad :

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Spring and Summer very dry, to the fetting of the Pleia- 
des; or, if any rain fell, it was in {mall drops. The 
Etefia blew but little, and that not conftantly. In the 
Summer many burning-fevers rag’d among the people; 
during which they were free from vomitings, but fub- 
ject to thin, watery, frothy ftools in abundance, with- 
out bile, but not without a fediment now and then in 
that that was fet by, and in that part of it which was 
expos’d to the air. Now, where no alteration happens 
at any time, as to the appearance of the excrement, it 
isa bad fign. Many were comatofe and lightheaded in 
their fevers, and fome became fo after fleeping, but re- 
cover’d themfelves intirely upon getting up. ‘They ele- 
vated their fhoulders in breathing, but not much. The 
urine was thin in moft, and little in quantity, but in 
other refpeéts not without colour. Blcedings at the nofe 
were very rare; and fo were /wellings behind the ears; 
of which more notice will be taken afterwards, “There 
was no /welling upon the fpleen, nor upon the right Aypo- 
chondre ; neither did any great pain, or vehement diften- 
fion attend i it, but yet there was fomething of an indi- 
~ cation, and the crifis happen’d for the moft part upon the 
fourteenth day, partly by feat, partly by foivering, 
with very few relapfes. During the drops that fell in 
the Summer, they began to {weat in their fevers, and 
fome ‘fell into ’em from the beginning without any 
injury ; others about this time, and the cri/is went off 
this way. “In the Summer- fevers, about the /eventh, 
the eighth, and the ninth day, little miliary roughne|- 
fes, very like the dites of gnats, appear’d upon the bo- 
dy, without any great itching.

The bought fervant, that I faw, who had a great 
hardnefs on the right fide, not very painful, with a bel- 
Jy large and diftended, but not like a dropfy ; and who 
in other refpects was fat, and not very fhort-breath’d, 
but without colour, mifs’d her AZenfes for feven’ years. 
A dyfentery attended her without a tenefinus, and after 
this the hardnefs became painful. A flow fever came 
‘on 39. but not above feven days, and her ftools were like 
amber, fomewhat glutinous, and large. She was well 
fome days, and after that her A@enfes came down; the 
‘hardnefs grew foft ; her colour laudable; and her body 
thick. | 
Minois’s wife, who fell into 'aomortification from! téo 
great a preflure upon an incifion, prefently gave notice , 
-{upon the matter’s fixing on the lungs) how many days 
fhe was to live, and that fomething elfe was conceal’d 
within: 

Upon putting any thing up the nofe, if a fever enfues, 
-or if the pain is remov’d, a flux is produc’d of thick 
matter from the noftril. But if neither the pain is re- 
mov’d, nor'a fever.excited, the matter is thin, and per- 
haps burning ; as the thin matter in Hegefippus, who had 
-fomething put up over night ; but it was thick in Ce/ei- 
vis’s fon of Corinth, who was like an eunuch. 

Digefted abeeffes in difeafes are known to be critical by 
thefe marks, wx. if; being of a hot burning nature, a 
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fever follows not ; or if, hard to be born, they are ne- /ce/es. 


verthelefs eafily born: as was the cafe of Charon, in what 
fettled upon his fundament.

Upon drinking much milk and 
pure wine, and fleeping afterwards, he was taken pre- 
fently with a ficknefs at his ftomach and heat. After- 
wards, making a fire, and inftead of meat eating meal 
bak’d over the coals, his body was ty’d up, and fome- 
thing like pus came away. But, tho’ the anus was in- 
flam’d, I affirm he had neither fever nor pain. 

The old man, who liv’d in the /fone-porch, had a 
pain in his loins and both his legs, which alfo affected 
both his thighs, and fometimes his fhins; fometimes al- 
fo his knees. ‘This continu’d long, and return’d often. 
His feet, legs, and loins fwell’d ; the glands in his groin

Thofe among the coughers, who labour’d with their 
hands, as the boy that twifted ofers, and Amyntas’s fon, 
were hoth of ’em paralytick in the right hand only, and 
the cough ceas’d; after which they had it with the 
cough. ‘Thofe who rid on horfeback, or travell’d, had 
it in their loins and thighs. But the coughs were for the 
moft part dry; or, if not, very violent. 
Enmyris’s wife, who was taken ill (but not in the 
ufual manner) feem’d to be without a fever, and yet. 
had fomething of a Typhust. After this a trembling

- Thofe who had the difeafe of the eyes call’d N; TyEtalo- 
pia 7, and made a great deal of water, afterwards made _ 
but little; but upon coughing and growing feverifh 
had ab/ceffes broke behind the ears about the fae or 
eighth day. : 

Enmyris’s daughter was feverifh, and pus came out 
of her ear about the eighth day ; but I am not certain. 
Some had a tooth eaten away; efpecially the third of the | 
upper jaw. In fome it was painful, and fuppurated ; in 
others the fuppuration was in the ears ; and thefe cough’d 
much more vehemently than thofe. Others again had 
a collection of matter witha fever, and were free’d the 
feventh. Upon the hypochondres being irritated no folu- 
tion happen’d ; and, upon the belly’s being foften’d, there 
were little glutinous concretions, not of any fervice; the ἡ 
urine like blood ; the fpittle frothy. 

He the Cyxick brought me to was much diforder’d the 
feventh day, and had a crifis the fourteenth. ‘The bad 
fymptoms dwindled away by degrees. His throat was 
clear ; and what he fpit was little, broad, and digefted. 
A few drops fell from his nofe; his head was heavy ; his 
hands and legs fomewhat paralytick ; his belly loofe, and to 
good purpofe ; and his feet always warm. He alfo flept, 
and had nothing behind his ears, becaufe of his digefted 
{pittings. | 

Demaratus’s wife was warm in her feet, even when 
chilly; but, whether it tended to fuppuration or not, fhe 
dy’d. 

"The old man who dy’d was taken ill with his wife, 
who had fomething conceal’d in her very furious ; but 
upon a thickifh worm coming away, and the refrefhment

flept, and was quite well. ‘The old man had the skin 

of his body ftretch’d, and his extremities cold, He was 

alfo foft, and trembled from the beginning in his lips, 

hands, and fpeech ; was moderately light-headed ; and. 
laid with his mouth open, not much opprefs’d in his 
breathing. He dy’d at laft, but how many days beyond 

twenty I know not. 

Where the hypochondres and the belly difcharge com- 
prefs’d matter in abundance, without any rumbling, as 
in Abdera, the excrement is variegated 3, 

What is fpit up in Peripmeumontes is in fome bilious, 
when the difeafe will go off ; in others very yellow, when

If fuch, as appear at the beginning, appear the fame 
afterwards, this is an argument of very little concoction ; 
and the cri/is is as in him who liv’d with the mafter, oF 
as 1 have feen it at other times. 

Nicippus in his fever had frequent emiffions, with- 
out any inconvenience ; and was foretold that they would 
ceafe, when the fever was come to its crifis; and (0 it

Critias was pefter’d with dreams in his fever, from 
which I know he was free’d after the cri/is. 

: Alcippus, who was fubjet to the piles, was forbid te 
be cur’d, and vpon being cur’d went mad. An acute fe-

In acute fevers, thofe who are thirfty, and depriv’d of 
drink by their phyficians or themfelves (tho’ they cou’d 
drink a great deal) are the better for cold water given to 
vomit ’em ; for much bilious matter will come away.

THE gardener’s wife in Elis had a continual fever +, Cafes ix 
and receiv’d no benefit from purges. Below the navel the Edis- 
belly was hard, fwell’d, and in great pain. Upon its 
being handled, and prefs’d pretty much by the hand dipt 
Ὁ in oil, a great deal of blood pafs’d off downwards; after 
which fhe grew well, and continu’d fo. 

Timocrates in Elis, after hard drinking, was feiz’d Caf the 
with madnefs from black bile; and by the help of a /#<0#4: 
purging potion brought away (tho’ not without much un- 
cafinefs) a great deal of phlegm and black bile in the day- 
time, and had no more ftools in the evening. After 
drinking fome gruel he fell afleep, and did not awake till 
fun-rife , but feem’d all the while to the by-ftanders to be 
dead, neither fetching his breath, nor perceiving any 
thing that was faid or done. His body was ftretch’d out, 
and ftiff; yet he was alive, and got up again, 

Scomphus in Ocniada dy’d of a pleurify the feventh Cafes in 
day, delirious, after having taken a purge the fame day Ocniadec. 
that wrought but little. “he day before he was in his 
fenfes, but upon purging grew delirious. 

Phenix and Andreas, two brothers in Oeniada, had fecond and 
a {welling in one of their cheeks, and the lip that was third. 
oppofite to the cheek and eye. Nothing appear’d in- 
wardly upon examination, nor was there any ab/ce/s out- 
wardly, but it {well’d, and putrify’d, without difcharg-

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ing any thing. Both of ’em dy’d; but Andreas dy’d the 
foventh, after taking a purge to no purpofe ; whereas Ῥω: 
nix had the putrify’d part cut all round, and the ulcer. 

He dy’d however, 
tho’ he held out long. 

Pyridamus in Ocniada 4 Ὁ to be delirious the tenth 
day i in. an inflammation of the lungs ; but, being taken 
careof, came to himfelf again, and what he {pit up was 
clearer than it had been. ‘The difeafe grew better; a 
great deal of fleep follow’d upon it ; but his eyes look’d 
as in the jaundice, and about the twentieth he dy’d. 

A man in Oceniade had the following complaint. 
When he abftain’d from food, his belly rumbled mighti- 
ly, and was in pain ; and the very fame cbefiplatiat τὸς ἢ 
turn’d in a fhort time after he had eaten, and the food 
was ground fmall. His body alfo fell away and watfted ; 
the food he took afforded no nourifhment ; and what 
pafs'd downwards was of a bad fort and burnt. The 
rumbling and the pain were leat perceiv’d ese 
after eating. He found no benefit from purges of every 
kind, both upwards and downwards ; but being blooded 
at times in each hand, till he had hardly any blood 
left, he grew eafter, and got rid of his complaint s. 

Eupolemus in Ocniade felt a pain in his right hip and 
groin, the nearcit joining of the hip to the groin, and 
the forepart of the hip. Upon lofing a vatt deal of black 
thick blocd from the ancle, and taking a {mart purge 
downwards 6, he ξ grew eafier.

He was, for five days, fometimes perfectly in his fenfes, 
fometimes not, and without a fever. He fpit nothing at

Scamandrus in Lariffa had a mortification in his hip, 
and an ab/ce/s of long ftanding at the bone. A large in- 
cifion being made, even to the bone, and uftion us’d af- 
terwards, a convulfion began the twelfth day after the 
incifion, and held him ftrong, reaching from the leg ta 
the ribs, and affected alfo the other fide. The leg was 
fometimes contracted, fometimes extended, and he had 
the ufe of his other limbs, but his jaws were fett. The 
eighth day after the firft convulfion he dy’d in another, 
‘The cure was carry’d on by applying warm bottles and

fomentations 
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fomentations of fares to the whole body, not omitting ἃ 
glyfter; by which the feces that had been long detain’d 
came away in a {mall quantity. He alfo drank a dilious 
purge, and even a fecond ; from which indeed there was 
a difcharge, but to no advantage. After a little fleep he 
took another /frong purge of the like kind, and in the 
evening dy’d about /uz-fet ; but in all probability might 
have held out a long time, had not the phyfick been too 
ftrong for him. 

A dy belonging to Palamedes’s ftables of Lariffa, a- Cale tg 
bout eleven years old, was {truck by a horfe upon the fourth. 
forehead above his right eye. The bone feem’d to be 
hurt, and a little blood fpurted out. A large incifion 
was made by the frepan even to the marrow, and the 
bone thus affected was heal’d; the other lamina (viz. 
the anterior) growing again prefently. “T’wenty days 
after this a /welling appear’d about the ear, attended 
with a fever and fhivering; and this {welling was greater 

in the day, and painful. “The fever began with fhiver- 
ing; and his eyes, forehead, and whole body {well’d, 
rather on the right fide of his head than otherwife, tho’ 
the left was not intirely free; but no bad confequences 
follow’d. At length a continual fever came on; and 
thefe complaints lafted eight days, but were lefs. How- 

_ ever by burning, evacuating downwards by a purging 
potion, and applying a catapla/m to the tumour, he reco- 
ver’'d. As to his complaints they were not at all occa- 
fion’d by the wound. 

Theophorbus’s fon in Lariffa had the Sfeabies (or leprofy) δὲ ihe 
of the bladder ; made vifcid urine; was in pain at the //t. 
beginning and going off of his water; and rubb’d his 
glans. After drinking a fharp diuretick nothing pafs’d 
into the bladder, but he vomited a great deal of purulent 
matter and gall, part of which went alfo downwards. 

His belly was in pain, and as it were burnt within, 
while the τῇ of his body was cold, and intirely »" 
brac’ 
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braced ?. Nor cou’d he take any thing at all. His bel= 
ly was grievoufly ulcerated, and that by the ftrength of 
the phyfick altogether; for the third day after it he 
dy’d. | 

Satish wife in Lariffa, after having been with 
child about fifty days, loath’d her victuals the reft of the 
time, and complain’d of pain in the womb and the pit 
of her ftomach for feven days. A fever came on, and 
nothing pafs’d downwards. Upon drinking a ftronger 
dofe of elaterium than ‘was proper +, fhe vomited burnt 
bile, occafion’d by her abftinence and fever, For fhe 
had drank nothing at all. She vomited a little again 
with violence, and with it fome grumous matter, After 
this the grew fick, lay down sy and, finding herfelf 
weak, wou’d drink no more water to encourage it. The 
inteftines were upon this feiz’d with a terrible pain, (for 
the medicine had ulcerated ’em) and prefently with the 
ftools fhe voided fomething that was vifcid, frringy, and 
a little bloody, as if the guts had been fhav’d. Her 
weaknefs and the ficknefs at her ftomach increas’d con- 
tinually, and the purging amounted to almoft three 
pints ὁ, This indeed ftopp’d, by pouring a great deal of 
water upon the belly, but ftill fhe cou’d take nothing 9 
and about midnight fhe dy’d; tho’ in all probability fhe 
might have liv’d, if fhe cou’d have drank water, and vo-= 
mited immediately before it pafs’d downwards 7.

Onefidemus’s 
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Onefidemus’s fervant in Lariffa had her ftomach and Caf the 
bowels ulcerated by bile that was fet afloat of itfelf; up-/eventh. 
on which bile and blood pafs’d off upwards and down- 
wards, not without a fever. She took, as fhe was a 
weak woman, a weak potion of elaterium, little in quan- 
tity and mix’d with water. Upon this fhe vomited a 
great deal, and purg’d more; and in the evening it came 
upon her again. The next day fhe was feverifh, but 
not much; the belly was ulcerated, and fhe had the 
fame ftools as before. “The third fhe dy’d about fun-fet, 
the fever raging vehemently. 

The cafe appear’d to be altogether defperate, but not 
at all from drinking cold water, while the vomiting laft- 
ed. But when the ftomach, cleans’d by the water, was 
become cold, fhe drank the cream of barley cold, and 
had fome of the fame injected 8. : 

Eudemus in Lariffa, who was troubled with the piles Caje the S. 
to a great degree and long, having but little blood left, eighth. 
was feiz’d with the flowing of the gall. ‘The body in- 
deed was very little affected with it, but the belly was 
thrown into purgings, and what came away was δὲὶ- 
dious. The piles alfo came out. Upon drinking fome- 
thing to pafs downwards he was purg’d well, and upon 
drinking the cream of barly after it he was purg’d 
more, not without a pain in the hypochondre. The 
belly not being in the beft condition the piles were ta- 
ken in hand ; for he wanted a farther cure, and vomi-

fometimes not ; and the belly was alfo in pain, ‘The 


piles were {well’d without the anus; from the time the. 


purgings were made ufe of ; and the wind pafs’d thro’ 
“em by the help of fneezing at the beginning. | 

A man at Lariffa was wounded behind by a broad 
javelin, from one very near him, the point of which 
penetrated below the navel. ‘The part was livid and 


fwell’d fot a great way. Upon receiving the wound a 


violent pain firft feiz’d him, and his belly fwell’d. The 


next day he took fomething to pafs through him, dif-_ 


charg’d a little bloody matter, and dy’d. His intef 
tines feem’d to be hurt, and his belly to be full of 
blood: ae 

Apellaus of Lariff2, who was about thirty or fome- 
thing lefs, was taken ill of a diftemper that us’d to af 
fect him by night in his fleep rather than by day, and 


contisiu’d fo two years before he dy’d; attended with 4 


vomiting of fometimes yellow, fometimes black bile, 
upon being wak’d. After purging the bead {martly for

) ’em, without the help of another ; nor cou’d he open 
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his jaws, without another did it for him, He wasin πα΄ 


Ἴ pain any where elfe, nor did he eat any thing but a fort 
ἃ of flummery, with mead for his drink '. ‘The twentieth 
ἢ day he fell from his feat backwards, and ftruck his head 

very hard againft a ftone. Upon this his fight grew 


dim ; but he foon got up again, recover’d himfelf, and ~ 


was intirély free, except that, when he got up after 
fleeping, his joints feem’d bound together. He was 
twelve or thirteen years old, and ill three or four months. 
| A maid in Larijja, after vomiting a little blood, had 
\§ a collection of matter form’d; upon which a fever com- 
Ἢ ing, fhe cou’d not get the better of it, till death free’d 
her from all within three months. Before fhe dy’d, her 


ears were fo deaf, that fhe cou’d hear nothing at all, un- 


lefs one baul’d to her very loud ; and before this vomti- 
ting of blood happen’d, fhe was but in a weak condi- 
tion.

She never prov’d with child; but, 
when fhe was about fixty, was taken after noon with 
vialent pains like labour-pains, having eat juft before a 
good deal of garlick. She got up, when her pains were — 
more violent than ever, and felt fomething rough in the 
mouth of the womb; but, fainting away afterwards, a= 
nother woman put upher hand, and brought from her 
a rough fone as big as the whirl of a fpindle. She grew 
well upon it immediately, and remain’d fo. 

A loaded waggon came upon the ribs of one who be~ 


{ome time under the ribs, -but upon being cauteris’d bee 
low the fpleen, and-the ulcer kept open with lints and 
the like, he held out ten months. After the skin was 
cut, a cavity appear’d both ways; reaching to the omen= 
tum, not without putrefaction. It extended likewife ta 
the Azdney and the bones. ‘The habit of this man’s body 


became great and dry, affeéting the omentum and other 
fiefhy parts. A dry medicine was here immediately ne- 
ceflary, while the ftrength of the patient lafted: for the 
moift medicines were ἴο far from abating, that they in- 
creas’d the putrefaction. ‘The moifture being ftopp’d by 


on; the putrefaction increas’d; and a feetid, blackifh, 
putrid matter ran-out. But before we undertook the: 
cure, ἃ great deal of fuch ftuff was difcharg’d every | 
day, tho’ not freely. By this we knew the nature of’ 
the difeafe, and that it was deeper than the skin. So 
that if every thing had been done for him in a proper’ 
manner, yet his cafe wou’d have been defperate ; even 
tho’ a purging had alfo happen’d. 


middle of Summer, of a wound of the head, occafion’d 
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by the throwing of a ftone at a little diftance upon the οὐδ 
futures in the middle of the os bregmatis, or parietal-bone. 

I did not perceive that the trepan was wanting ; for the 
injury was receiv’d upon the very futures (as was ex- 
tremely clear afterwards), and fo deceiv’d me. A vio- 
lent pain feiz’d the collar-bone firft of all, and after that 
the fide, together with a convulfion in both hands: For 
the wound was given in the middle of the head, and 
the parietal-bone. ‘The trepan was apply’d the fifteenth; 
a little pus came out ; and the membrane appear’d free 
from any corruption ἡ: 

A young girl in Omilus, about ΠΕ: years old, dy’d Cafe the 
in the middle of Summer, the fourteenth day, of a wound Second. 
in her head, occafion’d by fomebody’s throwing a door 
upon her, that bruis’d and broke the bone. The wound 
was right upon the futures, and it was plainly {een there 
was occafion for the trepan: It was accordingly ap-' 
ply’d, but not fo far as it ought; however, what re- 
main’d came to fuppuration: The eighth day fhe thi- 
ver’d, and grew feverifh ; and tho’ fhe was not as fhe 
fhou’d be, yet fhe was as fhe had been fome time before; 
when fhe had no fever. The ninth, the remaining 
part was trepann’d, and a very little pus, ftreak’d with 
blood, appear’d underneath. The membrane was clear, 
and fleep came on, but the fever never abated more. The 
ff left hand was convuls’d, the wound being rather on the 
i ‘tight fide. 

‘ Cyrenius in Omilus was burnt upon the belly for a Cafe the 
collection of pus there; and, tho’ it was thirty days la- third. 

ter than it ought to have been, yet he was pretty well 

after it; and the pus that was in the belly was dry’d up.

Hecafon in Omilus was  cauteris’d later than he ought, 
juft as the other was, and almoft the whole belly was — 
dry’d up too; but a Dy/entery came on; and, as foon as_ 
he got over it, he eat of every thing till he fwell’d all 
over. “The pus afterwards broke its way downwards; a 
loofenefs attended it ; and he dy’d 3, 

Hecafon in Omilus had an acute pain fix’d in his hip, 
from the foulnefs of his body, and injudicious purging. 
Upon its going off a fever enfu’d, that confin’d him ta 
his bed a long while. He neither drank any thing, nor 
was thirfty, but was weak and chilly. His diftemper 
went off in a proper manner, as it ought, and his body — 
was the better for what was given him. At laft the dif- 
temper broke downwards, and went all off with a great 
deal of bile. He grew delirious upon it, however, and 
dy’d ; but feem’d to be able to get over if! 

A man in Salamis, falling upon an anchor, was 
wounded in the belly, and in great pain. The phyfick 
he drank pafs’d neither upwards nor downwards. 

‘The woman that cut her own throat was ftrangled ς᾽ 
but a purging potion, that was given her a good while. 
after, pafs’d thro’ her 4. cam 

‘The young man who came from Exbea, and had 
been purg’d very much, grew feverifh upon its inter- 
mitting and ftopping. Concluding from this that a va- 
mit was neceflary, he drank a weak one, viz. the root,

Symmachus’s boy was ftrangled with bile, as he was a- Ca/e the 
fleep in the night, and feyerifh, ‘The phyfick he drank 45:5): 
wou’d not ftay with him, nor was he purg’d in fix days 
before he dy’d.

He who liv’d by the race-houfe, and vomited blood in” 
the night, dy’d the next day, vomiting a great deal of 
blood, and ftrangled. The fpleen and parts below it τῷ 
a quantity of bloody matter pafs that way. 

The boy, that was ftruck by a mule upon the belly 
and-the liver, dy’d the fourth. His breath was quick, 
his fenfes confus’d, and a fever attended befides. 

Hermophilus’s fon, who was ill .eleven days, was fe- 
verith, bound in his body, and delirious at firft, but ‘it 
went off in the night. The next day he loft his fpeech, 
rattled as he lay, had his eyes diftorted, and was fe- 
verifh. A feather being put down his: throat he brought 
up black bile, and by the help of a σήν εν had a = great 
difcharge. - | 

Ariftion’s fervant had a ΒἸογεῖν δαὶ about the mid- — 
dle of her foot from the infide obliquely, without any 
reafon for it. The bones putrify’d, feparated, and came 
away in a fiftulous manner by little and little. Upon a 
loofenefs fucceeding fhe dy’d. 

A woman in good health, and corpulent, complain’d 
of pain in her belly, a Blick 4 in her bowels, and with. 
thefe a fwellinig, after drinking fomething upon account 
of conception. A difficulty. οἰ breathing attended, with 
great uneafinefs of mind and pain. She alfo vomited 
blood, but not much, and fainted away five times fo as 
to be thought dead. Neither the pain nor the breath- 
ing were reliev’d by vomiting with cold water; the on- 
ly thing that reliev’d her was the pouring about thirty 
firkins of cold water upon her body 7. For after this. a 
great deal of bile pafs’d downward, and fhe recover’d ; 
nae when the pain was upen her, nothing eon'd

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_ Antandrus, who was well in other refpects after taking Ca/e the 
phyfick, feem’d to have a pain about his bladder. A ve- ewelfth. 
‘ty great clearage and depuration was made there by what 
he had taken, and in the afternoon a violent pain feiz’d 
him. The next day a fuffocation, with great perplexi- 
ty and reftlefnefs. He vomited too, without any thing . 
paffing downwards, had a bad night, and no fleep. The 
third day a great deal went downwards, follow’d by 
‘blood, and fo he dy’d. 

The cobler of Pityus, as he was fewing afole, runthe Caje the 
awl above his knee into his thigh about an inch, but no ὅδ δ seenth. 
blood follow’d, and the wound clos’d up prefently : how- — 

‘ever the whole thigh fwell’d upon it, and the f{wel- 
ling reach’d to the groin and flank. ‘The third day he 
dy'd. 

A man receiv’d a wound in his groin by a dart, and Cafe the 
recover’d contrary to all expeétation; for we faw. the/?” nea 
«afe. The head of the dart was neither taken out, be- 
caufe it lay very deep; nor was there any lofs of blood 
to fpeak of, nor inflammation, or lamenefs; but fix 
years after the accident we found the dart, and took 
it out. -Our opinion is that it was buried between the 
nerves or tendons, without dividing either artery or vein. 

Another receiv’d an infignificant wound to fpeak of Cafe the 
{for it was not deep) a little below his neck behind from jftecnth. 
a fharp dart; which being taken out not long after, he 
was drawn and difterted backwards, as in the ofi/fhoto- 
nus. His jaws were alfo faften’d; and, if any thing 
moift was put into his mouth, and he attempted to fwal- 

Jow it, it return’d again thro’ the nofe. In other re- 
{pects he grew worle immediately. The /ecand day he 
dy’d. . 

A young man, running haftily over rough ground, Cafe ve 
felt a pain in his heel, efpecially the lower part. No /teentb. 
moifture being collected, nor any ab/ce/s form’d, the 
~whole part turn’d black the fourth day, as far as the 
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bone call’d @fragalus, and the hollow part in the bote Ἵ 
tom of the foot. Before the mortification cou’d break | 
away or fuppurate, he dy’d, twenty days in all after the 
running. 

He who was wounded by his eye, ‘receiv'd it upon his. 
eyelid, and the point of the dart went in deep, but the 
fang or beard of it appear’d outwardly. Upon laying — 
open the eyelid, every thing was taken out without any 
inconvenience: for the eye was fav’d and heal’d prefent- 
ly, and the blood flow’d freely and fufficiently. 

Nerius’s handfome girl, about twenty, was ftruck up= 
on the parietal-bone with the palm of the hand by ano- 
ther young woman in play; upon which a mift came 
on, and fhe cou’d not breathe. As foon as fhe was 
brought home, a violent fever attack’d her, with a pain 
in her head, and a rednefs about her face. The /feventh 
day, above a fpoonful of foetid redifh pus came out of 
her right ear; fhe feem’d to be better, and was lighter 
and eafier. The fever, however, increas’d again, and 
was attended with a dozing, alofs of fpeech, a contrac- 
tion of the right fide of the face, a difficulty of breath- 
ing, aconvulfion, and a trembling. The tongue was 


alfo confin’d, the eye fix’d, and the ninth fhe dy’d 8. 


A young man, after drinking a great deal of genuine 
wine, fell afleep in a certain fhade, and the ferpent call’d 
Arges crept into his mouth. As foon as he perceiv’d 
it, not being able to fpeak, he grinded his teeth, bit the 
ferpent through, was feiz’d with great pain, threw out 
his hands as if ftrangled, tumbled and tofs’d about, fell 
into convulfions, and dy’d 9,

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Fhe Autumn is bad for confumptive perfons ; and fo Cajes ix 
js the Spring, when the fig-leaves are like a crow’s foot *, Perinthus. 

In Perinthus a great many were confumptive in the 
Spring, occafion’d in fome by an epidemick cough, in the 
Winter ; and in others by the Jong continuance of difor= 
ders: for thus what was doubtful before was now con- 
firm’d. Some indeed, who had been long ill, efcap’d a 
confumption as thofe did who were troubled with nephri- 
tick pains ; and fo did fome others, as the man, for in= 
flance, the cynick brought me to 8, 

Satyrus in Thafus, farnam’d Grypalopex, when he was Jy Thafus; 
about five and twenty, often /pent in his fleep, andindeed _ 
often in the day-time. A confumption feiz’d him about Ὁ 
thirty, and he dy’d 9, 

The keeper of the wreffling-place in Abdera, wholé fp Abdera? 
name was Stheneus (or the /frong-man), after wreftling | 
much with a ftronger, and falling upon his head, went 
away and drank a great deal of ἘΠ water.

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| he drew it in plentifully, difcharg’d it again tumultuouf= 
ly, as if he was fwooning, or as a man breathes when 
he fits in the fhade after travelling in the heat. The 
feventeenth, as he was fitting on his bench in the evening, 
he fainted away, loft his fpeech a long time, and was 
fenfelefs. He drank fome mead with great difficulty, 
the fibres of his neck being ftretch’d, as when the throat 
is dry’d, and a general impotency upon one. At laft 
he recover’d, himfelf with great difficulty, and the heats 
abated.

Cafethe About the fame time Pythodorus was taken with a 
third. continual fever.

The twelfth, 
fupp’d fome piifan ©, and to the fourteenth had no fenfi- 
ble fever, except in his temples; nor any thirft; and 
thought himfelf well. Sweats came on every day ; and 
the fifteenth, after fupping chicken-broth he vomited — 
bile, purg’d, and had his fever more than ever, but it 
ftopt again.

Harpalidas’s {ifter, in the fourth or fifth month of her Cafe the 
pregnancy, had watery fwellings in her legs, a {welling Seventh. 
in the hollow part of her eyes, and her whole body 
puff’d up as in a phlegmatick habit. Befides thefe fhe 
had a dry cough, a difficulty of breathing of the erect 
kind +, and an affhma of the fame. Sometimes fhe 
was fo near fuffocation in her breath, that {he was ob- 
lis’d to fit up in her bed continually, without being able 
to lie down ; and, if fhe had any inclination or thought 
of fleeping, it was in a fitting pofture; but yet fhe was 
feldom feverifh. The child -within her was the greateft 
~ part of the time without motion, and fell down as tho’ 
corrupted or dead. Her a/fhma follow’d upon it near 
two months, but upon ufing beans mix’d with honey 5, 
licking honey itfelf, and drinking Athiopian cummin in 
wine, fhe grew eafier. After this fhe cough’d up a great 
deal of digefted, phleematick, white matter; her diffi- 
culty of breathing went off, and fhe was brought to bed 
of a girl. 
Polycrates’s wife in the Summer, about the time of the Cafe she 
dog-days °, was taken with a fever. Her difficulty of eightb. 
breathing was lefs in a morning, and greater after the

and hawk’d up, immediately from the firft, as thofe do 
who have pus within ’ em. In the infide, about the wind= 
pipe and upper part of the gullet, there was a roughnefs 


and hiffing. The countenance was of a good colour 5 | 


the cheeks red, not indeed extremely, but moderately 
florid. In procefs of time the voice grew hoarfe, and 
the body wafted, About the loins were breakings-out 5 
and the belly at laft became loofe. The feventieth day 
fhe was feverifh, but very cold outwardly, without any 
beating in her temples ; and her breathing was quicker. 
After the beating ceas’d her breath was fo quick, that fhe 
was forc’d to keep fitting till the dy’d. 

In the wind-pipe there was a great noife ; her fweats 
were bad ; but fhe was very compos’d to the laft. “The 
coldnefs continu’d above five days ; and after the firft fhe 
continually hawk’d up purulent matter.

The woman, that liv’d above the Gates, had a little _ 


fever in her old age, which, upon ceafing, was follow’d 
with a pain of her neck down to her back-bone and 
loins; parts that fhe was not very {trong in. Her jaws 
and teeth were fo fett, that a probe cou’d not be ἱπίτο- 
duc’d ; her fpeech falter’d, from the body’s being para~ 
lytick, immoveable, and weak; but ftill fhe kept in 


her fenfes. By warm applications and warm mead there 


was fomething of a relaxation the third day ; and after 
this, by the help of /oups and broths, fhe recover’d per- 
feétly. “This happen’d about the end of Autumn. 


The anointer by Harpalis, growing impotent in his 


hands and legs about Autumn, drank a medicine rafhly 
that purg’d him upwards and downwards, after which 
he grew feverifh. Something fell upon his wind-pipe 
that hinder’d his {peaking ; ; and whenever he {poke he 
was affhmatick, as one in a quinfy with a hoarfeneds, 
He had alfo the fuffocation and other fymptoms that at- 
terld a φαίην» but no {welling. The fever and the cough 

increas’d, 
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inereas’d, and a great deal of moift phlegm was hawk’d 
up. In the courfe of his illnefs a pain feiz’d. him in his 
~cheft and left breaft; and, when he wou’d rife or be 
mov’d, he was very afthmatical, and {weated upon his 
forehead and head. ‘The complaints about his throat 
continu’d, but ina lefs degree, the pain removing to the 
cheft. Upon thefe confiderations he us’d beans with 
honey from the beginning ; but, when the fever was up- 
on him, rather warm oxymel, and a lambative of honey 
plentifully. After fourteen days all his complaints ceas’d ; 
and, before it was long, he had very good command of 
his hands and legs. 

Chartades had a burning-fever, difcharg’d much bile 
upwards and downwards, cou’d get no fleep, and had a 
round {welling upon his fpleen. “The third day he rofe 
early 7, upon ἃ rumbling in his belly without pain ; 
and, as he was difcharging, above a gallon of freth 
Hlood came away 8. After {topping a little, concreted 
Jumps of blood came away the third time. His heart 
was fick, and greatly diforder’d; and a little fweat 
broke out almoft all over, with a gentle fever. At firft 
he feem’d to be perfeétly in his fenfes 9; but, as the day 
advane’d, his ficknefs and reftlefnefs increas’d; his 
breathing was a little quicker; his fpeech and recep- 
tion bolder, and again more humane, than occafion 
requir’; and he feem’d inclinable to faintings. Nor

bawling, together with the change beforemention’d, fol- 
low’d to the coma. She heard unequally; fometimes 
very well, even tho’ one fpoke but low ; at other times 
a louder voice was neceflary. Her feet were always of 
an equal warmth to the laft with the reft of her bo- 
dy, but the fixteenth lefs. The feventeenth, greater mo- 
deration than the other days ; but at night, contracting — 
her felf as if a chillinefs had come upon her, fhe grew 
more feverifh and very dry, other complaints of the like 
kind following. Her hands trembled ; her head fhook; 
her eyes look’d bad ; her thirft fo vehement, that, after 
fhe had drank, fhe ask’d again, fnatch’d the mug, and 
drank plentifully ; nor cou’d they pull it away from her. 
Her tongue was dry and very red; her whole mouth © 
and lips ulcerated and dry.

Arid Valefuis 
reads yovoed ea; which comes nearer the truth than the other, 
if we may be allow'd to guefs at it by what occurs in other 
places of Hippocrates, where we find frequent mention of "yovc- 
εἰδες οὐθον, and particularly in the very cafe before us, to- 
ewards the conclufion. For there he tells us, that To ουφουμμ4-

Antiphanes’s fon had a pain of his right fide in the 
Winter, with a cough and fever; but yet he eat, went 
about, was a little feverifh, and feem’d to have fomething 
broke within him. The nth, the fever remitted, but 
did not leave him; his cough was much, thick, and 
frothy ; his fide was painful. About the fourteenth, and 
again about the twentieth, his fever feem’d to leave him, 
but return’d again. ‘The heat indeed was but fmall, and 
in a little time left him. The cough was fometimes 
gone, fometimes vehement, with much ftrangling; then 
it abated, and he hawk’d up afterwards a great deal, 
coughing as if he fhou’d be choak’d. The purulent 
matter, that fell upon the vefiel, boil’d and froth’d ; and 
in the throat was generally a hoarfe roughnefs and a kind 
of wheezing. He was always a/thmatical, and breath’d 
quick ; feldom well. After forty days, and near /ixty 
(as 1 remember) the left eye was blinded by a tumour 
without pain; and, not long after, the right. The pu- 
pils were very white and dry ; and in a fhort time after 
this blindnefs (not above feven days) he dy’d, rattling in 
the throat, and talking much out of the way. 

‘The like fymptoms happen’d from the like caufes a- 
bout the fame time to Theffalion, as to the boiling, the 
frothing, the pus, the cough, and the hoarfe roughnefs in 
the throat. 

Polemarchus’s wife had a {welling about the wind- 
pipe in ἃ guinfy in the winter, and was very feverith.

is always dangerous enough to hazard a man’s life, even tho 
neither violence mor difficulty howd attend it. Nor is it a 
new thing for a man thus wounded, or even in the belly, to 
faint away, or be near expiring upon the fpot, or fo diforder'd as 
to come to himfelf again with a great deal of trouble. JI 
therefore think that the reading foowd be agreeable to the new 
tranflation, and not to ave bin χωλεπῶς: the diction of Hip- 
pocrates, and the circumftances of the cafe itfelf, allowing the 
one very eafily, but the other not at all eafily.

The third day, while 
he was attending the forum again, he grew chilly and 
feverifh ; vomited pure bile; was lightheaded, and at 
night eafier again. The fifth, was very much out of 
order. The fixth, had fome good ftools from an infu-: 

fron of mercury. “The feventh was worfe, and after this 
the fever was more continual. He had no fweats from 
the beginning, and was-thirfty. His mouth in particu-, 
lar was dry’d up a little, and he cou’d drink nothing 
with pleafure, there was fo much difagreeablenefs about 
his mouth. His tongue was dry, inarticulate, rough 7, 
and of a pale-white colour. He was alfo watchful, fick 
at his ftomach, relax’d all over, and as it were broke to 
pieces. His tongue was fometimes fo dry that he cou’d 
not {peak, without ftammering, till he had wafh’d his 
mouth.

For, if fuch 
men drink wine to excefs, or eat flefh, or keep awake, 
or make ufe of either cold or heat imprudently, there is 
great room to expe, that, from fuch a way of life, 
they fhou’d grow delirious again. As to thofe who are 
fubje&t to the piles, if a man fees em drinking much, 
or with a florid complexion in the winter, a prediction 
may be made concerning ’em. For there is great rea- 
fon to expect fuch a hemorrhage in the fpring, as will 
be follow’d in the fummer with a want of colour and a 
dropfical diforder.

The patient ought to be found by the phyfician lying 
upon his right or his left fide, with his hands, neck, and 
legs a little bent, and the whole body in a moift ftates 
for this is the pofition of the generality of perfons in

hands, neck, and legs ftretch’d out, is not fo good: and 
if he bends forwards, -fliding to the feet of the bed, it is 
ftill worfe.

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A foft elevation of the hypochondre without any kind of 
tenfion implies wind ; anda roundnefs above on the right 
fide looks like a circumference that is tending to fuppura- 
tion. This tumour is fometimes very long, at other times 
diffus’d about, and at another time tending downwards, 
with a tenfion on both fides, as far as the navel. 

In every direct tendency upwards, if it be intercep- 
ted, and reduc’d to the circumference, if it be wind, the 
heat will thin it without a crz/is; and, if it efcapes this, 
it will be hurry’d on to /uppuration 3, | 


Whatever goes off paffes cither by the veins, or the 
bones, or the nerves, or the skin, or other outlets 4. 

Thofe abicefles that are below the difeafe, fuch as va- 
rix’s (or broken veins in the legs), and heavinefles of the 
loins from difeafes of the parts above, are good: but 
thofe are beft that are below, and as much below the bel- 
ly as poffible ; and that are at the greateft diftance from 
the difeafe, and that difcharge themfelves by running 
out, as blood from the nofe, pus from the ear, fpittle, 
urine, and the like. Where the ab/ce/s falls not into 
thefe channels, fome other way is found out, as by the 
teeth, the eyes, the nofe, and by fweat. Some again go 
off by external fwellings under the skin, as the frrumous 
putrid fwellings (for inftance) call’d tayya:; others by

Dry coughs, that are a little irritating, in a durning- Of coughs. 
fever, never produce a proportionable thirft, nor a dry 
tongue, not being occafion’d by the raging of the fe- 
ver, but by the air, as appears from hence: for, when 
they fpeak or yawn, they then cough, and not elfe.

Little ulcers pufhing out below, provided they are 
not round and deep (for fuch are deftrudtive, efpecially 
to children) might free ’em, and fo might a he- 
morrhage ; but this is rather to be expected in more ad-~ 
vanc'd ages 5. 

If the veflels in the temples are not quiet, nor the 
colour of the body clear; or if fome part of our breath 
is left behind, or a dry cough without any malignity 
affect us, a fettling upon the joints may be expected, and 
that for the moft part dire€tly againit the diftenfions 
that are about the belly. Moft of thefe, tho’ by na- 
ture of the leucophlegmatick kind, become very red in 
the face, and yet do not bleed at the nofe, or but very 
little. Again, if any part of what is running off be 
left behind, it is in a readinefs for an abfcefs. And, if 
a thirft be left behind, or if the mouth be dry and 
unpleafant, or if food is naufeous, the cafe is the 
fame.

Generally fpeaking, in fevers attended with weari- 
nefs, abjceffes chiefly happen upon the joints and a- 
bout the cheeks, near fome particular part that was in 
pain before, efpecially the upper parts; and, if the dif- 
eafe is flow and tends downwards, the ab/cefs will com- 
monly be downwards too. Warmth in the feet chiefly 
denotes an abfcefs downwards, and coldnefs an abfcefs up- 
wards. Abfceffes allo happen in thofe who, upon re- _ 
covering from an illnefs, immediately fall to labouring 
a little with their hands or feet, or are a little in pain 
there. Add to this, that, if they labour’d or were in 
pain a little before their illnefs, there an ab/ce/s is apt 
to fettle, as in thofe who were troubled with coughs and
